Vandenberg, called by President 
Eisenhower the “ unswerving advo­ 
cate of the precepts and cause of 
* ie United States Air Force,” will 
receive a soldier’s burial in Arling­ 
ton National Cemetery Monday. 
The form er chief of staff of the 
USAF died yesterday at 55, young 
for the four stars he wore and the 
high com m ands he had held. 
His long illness from cancer end­ 
ed in W alter Reed Army Hospital, 
where he had been a patient since 
last October after seeming to re­ 
cover following an operation two 
"ears ago. 
Funeral servces will be held in 
Washington Cathedral, with burial 
in Arlington National Cemetery. If 
weather permits, 
the 
Air Force 
plans to render its last salute to 
the general in a flashing aerial 
parade of jet planes. 
Vandenberg was a top ranking 
air officer under Eisenhower when 
the latter was supreme com m and­ 
er of Allied forces during W’orld 
W ar II. He served first as the dep­ 
uty com m ander in chief of the Al­ 
lied Expeditionary Forces and of 
the American Air Forces, later as 
com m ander of the 9th Air Force 
which provided tactical and fighter 
aircraft. 
In his 
statement, 
Eisenhower 
said Vandenberg was a “ forceful 
fighter for a strong national de­ 
fense” and “ has left a lasting im- 
orint on the service he loved so 
V'ell and on the nation he served 
with all his strength and skill.”

Many international observers 
regard the current onslaught of 
the Chinese Reds against the 
French in Indochina as a m eans 
of building up a "deal” to be pro­ 
posed by Russia on or around 
April 26. T hat’s the day when the 
Soviets will a s s e m b l e with 
spokesmen for the western pow­ 
ers at the F ar East Conference 
in Geneva, Switzerland. 
Theory is that Russia will offer 
the French a truce in Indochina in 
lu u iii x.ii iiLtitli support for the 
UN m em bership application of the 
Chinese 
Reds. 
British delegates 
may also favor acceptance of the 
application, despite the fact that 
the United States has bitterly op­ 
posed any such move.

School Board 
Votes To Fire 
Two Teachers 


IRONTON Of)—The school board 
at nearby South Point voted 
3-2 
last night against renewing the con­ 
tracts of two high school teachers, 
despite presentation of a petition 
favoring the teachers 
signed 
by 
about 900 parents. 
William Butcher, school board 
president, cast the decisive vote 
against renewing the contracts of 
Jack Dick, a coach, and John Ay­ 
ers, an English teacher. The origi­ 
n s decision not to rehire the pair 
set off a strike of students, and 
aroused strong protests from p a r­ 
ents. 
Butcher, who previously had said 
he would favor renewing the teach­ 
ers’ contracts if a majority of the 
citizens wanted it, said last night 
he wants time to study the petition. 
The next regular 
school board 
meeting is scheduled for April 30, 
two days after the deadline for re­ 
newing the contracts. After April 
28 the school board 
must 
start 
from scratch and rehire th e , two 
teachers with new contracts. 
A standing-room-only crowd 
of 
about IOO citizens 
attended 
the 
meeting in the high school library. 
It was largest crowd ever to at­ 
tend a board meeting. 
No reason has ever been given 
for the failure to renew the teach­ 
ers’ contracts. Jack Mann, board 
member who voted for the teach­ 
ers, said no 
reason 
was 
given 
when the original 
decision 
was 
reached. And the board's records, 
forced open to newsmen by court 
order, show none. 


Pusan Shanty Town

PUSAN, Korea IP— A three-hour 
fire 
swept

city today, leaving 40 persons dead 
and at least 3.700 homeless. 
About IOO persons were injured 
seriously enough to require medi­ 
cal assistance. Nine hundred fam ­ 
ilies lost their homes, Army offi* 
j d ais said. 
The flames for a time threaten­ 
ed the largest Army quarterm aster 
depot in Korea. Two Korean w are­ 
houses were destroyed.

to 


I American soldiers here as “ Little 
Chicago.” 
Korean National police said the 
blaze started when gas escaping 
from a leaky main was touched 
i off by two carpenters. 


WASHINGTON (J*—Rebuffed 
in 
the House, the Eisenhower admin­ 
istration looked to the Senate to­ 
day to rescue its low-rent public 
housing program. 
An alliance of Southern Demo­ 
crats 
and 
many 
Republicans 
fought shoulder to shoulder yes­ 
terday in repelling persistent ef­ 
forts of Northern D em ocrats and 
Republican leaders to write at 
least part of the President’s pub­ 
lic housing proposals into a gen­ 
eral bill. 
Opponents of public housing de­ 
nounced the program as “ socialis­ 
tic.” They asserted it “ made the 
people wards of 
a 
bureaucratic 
state.” Public bousing 
is 
rented 
below cost to low-income families. 
A government subsidy makes up 
the resulting loss. 
After a two-day battle, the legis­ 
lation was passed, 352-36, without 
any public housing 
feature 
and 
stripped of an Eisenhower request 
for the right to raise interest rates 
on GI home loans from the present 
4Mi per cent m axim um .

IN OTHER housing 
fields, 
in­ 
cluding slum clearance, 
the 
bill 
went to the Senate pretty much as 
the administration wanted it. 
Recent history gives the admin­ 
istration grounds for hope that the 
Senate will come to its aid. 
Last year, 
for 
example, 
the 
House approved no funds for build­ 
ing public housing during the fis­ 
cal year. The Senate bill, passed 
later, provided for 
35.000 
units. 
Conferees of the two houses got 
together and fashioned 
a 
20,000- 
unit compromise. 
However, the administration this 
year will be without the help of 
the late Sen. Robert A. Taft (R- 
Ohio), a potent ally of public hous­ 
ing projects. 
In this respect it was consider, 
ed odd that only two of Ohio’s 
12 Republican congressmen vot­ 
ed for the measure.

Democrats supported it. 
In one area the House gave the 
President even more than he asked 
for. Its bill would let the Chief 
Executive drop down payments on 
home loans insured by the Federal 
Housing Administration (FUA) be­ 
low the levels he suggested. 
Before the bill was passed, the 
public housing dispute was resolv­ 
ed by the House

'Heart Attack' Sufferers 
Get Good News From Medic 


CHICAGO J*'—Good news for suf­ 
ferers from one of the worst forms 
of “ heart attack ” was related to­ 
day to the annual meeting of the 
American Heart Assn. 
Dr. Louis N. Katz of Michael 
Reese Hospital, Chicago, report­ 
ed evidence that life expectancy 
for people who survive an initial 
attack 
of 
“ myocardial 
infrac­ 
tion” is longer, on the average, 
than has previously been believ­ 
ed, even though such people may 
have subsequent attacks. 
Myocardial 
infraction 
involves 
the “ death” of an area of heart 
muscle as a result of loss of blood 
supply to that arca. The loss of 
blood supply is, in turn, due to a 
clot in the blood vessel supplying 
the area. 
The doctor also said that a study 
by himself and 
two 
associates, 
Doctors David R. Cole ard Evelyn 
B. Sing:an, 
showed 
that 
among 
the group of patients they studied, 
almost two out of three who sur­ 
vived an initial attack were able 


to return to moderate or complete 
activity, at least for a time. 
* 
* 
* 
HE SAID records were studied 
on 460 patients who suffered their 
first attack sometime during the 
decade 1932-1942. Among these, 285 
survived that first attack. The ‘fol­ 
low' up” studies were done on these 
285 until death, or, in the case of 
survivors, until 1952 when the study 
ended. 
Of the 285. tw'o-thirds were found 
to have lived over five years, two- 
fifths over IO years and one-tenth 
over 15 years. At the end of the 
study, 89 of the 285 were still alive 
and they had lived 14 years on the 
average. Most of the deaths were 
due to heart disease 
Dr. Katz, in his prepared report, 
did not specifically state what the 
previous estimates of life expect­ 
ancy for such cases were, but he 
declared in summing up: 
“ The life expectancy 
following 
recovery from the first attack of 
myocardial 
infraction 
is 
better 
than previously reported.”

Unit Said In 


Grave Danger 


Communist’ Led Rebels 
Held At Bay A M ile 
From Besieged Bastion 


HANOI. Indochina IP—The weary 
defenders of Dien Bien Phu beat 
off wild new Vietminh attacks to­ 
day. While they held the Commu­ 
nist-led rebels at bay a mile from 
the heart of the besieged dust bowl 
fortress, they admittedly 
are 
in 
grave danger. 
French counterattacks, backed 
by tanks and heavy artillery fire, 
shattered every Vietminh m ass 
assault trying to crack the key 
defenses of the fortress, where 
many fighters have gone for five 
days without rest. 
Meanwhile, a French news ag­ 
ency report said Vietminh regu­ 
lars, who invaded Cambodia yes­ 
terday, captured two cities—Voe- 
une Sai and Siem Pang—and were 
heading on for Stung Treng, on the 
Mekong River. 
A brief French communique said 
repeated Vietminh attempts last 
night to break through the last- 
ditch defenses had failed. In tidal 
waves of infantry, braving mur­ 
derous fre n c h fire, the Commu­ 
nist-led rebels had pushed to with­ 
in a mile of the fortress’ center in 
some places. 


THE OUTNUMBERED 
French 
Union garrison clung desperately 
to a narrowing patch of trenches, 
bunkers and barbed wire. The po­ 
sition’s outer defenses were wreck­ 
ed and all its fortifications riddled 
by Vietminh artillery which poured 
in endlessly.

through the Old Testament we fol­ 
low the shadow of the cross to end 
up at Calvary. The world t a k e s 
note of how people die, but the one 
death that transcends all time and 
place is the death of Jesus on the 
cross. In His cross, not ours — in 
His death, not ours—is redemption. 
“ When Jesus died He thought of 
His Father. Christ carried the sin 
of man to the cross. And sin means 
separation from the holy God, the 
God whose wrath is d i r e c t e d 
against sin in every form.

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EISENHOWER S HEALTH 


HEALTH OF THE President has become 


of nationwide concern, but President Eisen­ 


hower cannot quite understand w h y it 


should be so. He is bewildered by the in­ 


terest in his well-being and declares he nev­ 
er felt better in his life. 
His claim of good health is backed up by 
Dr. Howard M. Snyder, his personal physi­ 
cian, who says that for a m an of his age 
(63) the President is unusually sound phys­ 
ically, and he has no concern over his 
health. Frequent exam inations fail to re­ 
veal any functional disorders, he says. 
Of course, the press releases of presi­ 
dential doctors lost greatly 
in prestige 
when R oosevelt’s doctor declared he was 
sound as a dollar less than a year before he 
died. There is no present reason to doubt 
the White House physician, however. 
Credited with having the most infectious 
sm ile of any public man, there are times 
when President Eisenhower in news pic­ 
tures appears tired. And he probably is. Al­ 
though the presidency, as a man-killing 
job, has been m isrepresented, there is no 
evidence that any man who occupied the 
office, except three who were assassinated 
would have lived lorfger had they n e v e r 
heard the siren call of politics. 
The President gets a great “lift” f r o m 
golf, Dr. Snyder says. Those who plav the 
g a m e say all players do. The doctor adds 
that the President needs plenty of outdoor 
exercise to keep in trim. That goes for or­ 
dinary taxpayers, too, but unfortunately 
m an y have been so trimmed they cannot 
afford the tim e or the money. 


CONSTITUTIONAL WARS 
WITH AMERICAN m ilitary technicians 


in Indochina helping and a d v i s i n g the 
French in their war against the Reds, the 
question has arisen whether losses of Unit­ 
ed States personnel might not directly in­ 
volve this country in the fighting. 
President Eisenhower’s em phatic reply 


is that this nation is not going to be involv­ 
ed in war unless Congress exercises its con­ 
stitutional right and declares war. 
That ought to settle it so far as this ad­ 
ministration is concerned. It will not re­ 
peat the action of the Truman adm inistra­ 
tion which put the country into the United 
Nations war in Korea after consultation 
with a few congressional leaders but with­ 
out a request for a formal entry by t h e 
Congress. 
Both Congress and the people probably 
would have endorsed the entry. But they 
were not asked, wfriich led to fears that fu­ 
ture Presidents could use the precedent to 
thrust the nation into any war without con­ 
gressional sanction. 
This is an important point in constitu­ 
tional government. It supports the consent 


Every Sunday night, if I could get to a 
radio, I listened to “Last Man Out.” 
I 
thought it was the best dramatic program 
on the air. Well, it is off the air. It is dead. 
Why? Nobody would sponsor it. Richard 
English, its owner, could get back door 
money to run it.

“Last Man Out” told the story of t h e 
Communist infiltration through the mouths 
of ex-Communists, the most useful w eap­ 
ons in the fight for our civilization. For 26 
weeks, Richard English, at great sacri­ 
fice, kept this program on the air. It took 
an unbelievable amount of work and money 
to accomplish this. The hope w as that some 
American advertiser would com e forward 
with as much capacity for patriotism as 
Richard English has shown. It was a fruit­ 
less hope. It generally is. 
Those who have most to lose show t h e 
least intelligence in safeguarding w h a t 
they have. In the great fight against Com­ 
munism, few American capitalists have 
shown as much courage and patriotism as 
have dozens of men and women who have 


\ impoverished them selves and their fam i­ 
lies to fight for America against the m a­ 
chinations of the K rem lin s conspiracy. 
Among these heroic personalities, Rich­ 
ard English will stand high. The fact that 
his program is off the air because it was 
unsponsored does not mean that it w as a 
failure either artistically or spiritually. It 
only m eans that those who sell consumer 
goods are governed by com m ercial rules 
which satisfy them, and that Richard Eng­ 
lish’s “Last Man Out” did not satisfy them. 
In their sm ugness, nothing but that counts.

Indigestion Starting After 40 
M ay Be a Symptom of Cancer 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
MANY persons who suffer from 
Indigestion suffer in a somewhat 
different way. Some describe in­ 
digestion as a pang or ache some­ 
where in the abdomen. .Others 
describe it as a fullness, and some 
have the feeling of not having 
finished their last meal. 
Still others describe it as the 
belching which occurs after eat­ 
ing, or as heartburn, more com­ 
monly known as acid indigestion, 
a dull sense of irritation or burn­ 
ing between the ribs. Some per­ 
sons think of indigestion as a 
change in appetite; 
to them, 
indigestion is actually the pangs 
of hunger. 
rn 
May Be a Warning 
However, when indigestion oc­ 
curs in a person, say in the m id­ 
forties, who previously was in 
good health, he may every now 
and then be a possible victim of 
cancer of the stom ach or some 
other serious stom ach disease. 
The sudden development of such 
discomforts as pain beneath the 
ribs, loss of appetite, nausea, 
belching, loss of weight or other 


such symptoms may give some 
good cause for worry. With these 
symptoms occurring at this stage 
in life, it is essential that the 
person affected be under the care 
of a physician. 
Early Discovery Vital 
The majority of early symptoms 
of c—ncer of the stomach may be 
collected together In what we 
commonly call indigestion. How­ 
ever, when indigestion occurs for 
the first time In a person past the 
age of forty, it is a significant 
clue that should not be over­ 
looked. If it persists for several 
days, the patient’s doctor will 
suggest th at he should have a 
complete examination, including 
stomach X-rays, to determine the 
cause. In this way, m any early 
cases of cancer of the stom ach 
can be detected early enough to 
be of real help. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. T.: Is a sun lamp of value in 
, treating sinus disease? 
Answer: There has been no evi­ 
dence that a sun lamp, or ultra­ 
violet light, as it is known medi­ 
cally, is of any value in treating 
sinus disease.

Mrs. Richard Penn 
Is New President 


Miss Delphina Aguigui of the Is- I 
land of Guam was the speaker for 
the 
April 
meeting 
of Circleville 
Junior W om an’s Club held in the 
home of Mrs. Jam es Carr. 


Miss Aguigui, who is completing 
he' senior year in the College of 
Education at Ohio State University, 
told the clubwomen that Ohio State 
^ i a s taken over the education of 
teachers for her island. There now 
are four students from Guam at 
Ohio State and the university has 
established a territorial college on 
th. island. 
The speaker said that the 
lan­ 
guage of the island is Chamorro, J 
but that phrases of many languages I 
appear in most conversation. She 
emphasized 
that 
the 
people 
of 
Guam are not typical south 
s e a 
• slanders, stating that though 
she 
has lived her entire life there, she 
has never worn a grass skirt. She j 
said that due to more than fifty j 
years of United States control the I 
culture of the island is largely west- j 
em , but that among the older peo- i 
pie there is still a Spanish influ­ 
ence. 
Miss Aguigui said that her home 
was only a few feet from the ocean i 
and that she went swim ming pear­ 
t l y every day after school. She said ' 
their schools compared to those in 
this country, but that teachers are I 
very scarce. She 
began 
teaching 
while still a High School Sophomore j 
and on her first day she was faced 
with 65 first graders. 
During the Japanese occupation 
of Guam Miss Aguigui said 
s h e 
slept on the ground for 2Mi years 
and never wore shoes during that 
time. At one time she lived on co­ 
c o n u t s for five days. A m em ber of 
a family of thirteen children, she 
lost three brothers 
during World 
War II. A brother now is in the Air 
Force and two of her sisters teach 
school. 
The speaker 
said 
that 
Guam, 
which has an area slightly larger 
than Pickaway County, has a na­ 
tive population of 30,000 and m ili­ 
tary population of 55.000. While she 
J s pleased to be an American Citi­ 
z e n , she felt that after 50 years of 
naval control and two and one half 
years of Japanese occupation the 
island economy was not ready for 
civil government. 
Since food used on 
the 
island 
must be largely imported, it is very 
expensive; however the d i e t is 
quite similar to American food e x ­ 
cept that they eat a great deal of 
fish, rice and bananas. She added 
that they frequently have tortillas. 
• 
The speaker said the island pop­ 
ulation is 98 per cent Catholic, that 
the island is more beautiful 
than 
Hawaii which is too com m ercializ­ 
ed and that the island has few flies 
and that if one is discovered in a 
restaurant the establishment w i l l 
be closed until the fly is removed.

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Even Unusually Heavy April Rains May IN of Ease Drought 


R O U N D U P 


Pickaway County farmers can 
obtain experienced advice and 
up to-date literature on t h e i r 
farming problems at the County 
Extension Office, located in the 
Post Office Building, S. Court St., 
Circeville.

Even rainfall far above normal 
through the month of April 
may 
not he enough to ease the drought 
damage for Ohio farmers this year. 
That’s the view recently express­ 
ed by L. L. Ilaarold. project super­ 
visor of the Soil and Water Con­ 
servation Research Station at Co­ 
shocton. His talk on the vital sub­ 
ject of the drought, delivered at the 
recent Farm and Home Week gath­ 
ering at Ohio State University, was 
condensed as follows: 
Many farmers wondered why 
the corn crop did so well in 1953, 
while the August hay crop was 
poor and late pasture was a fail­ 
ure. Records at the Coshocton re­ 
search station show 4.0 i n c h e s 
more water was withdrawn from 
meadow' soil than from cornland 
soil by July I. 
As a result there wasn’t enough 
moisture for meadows and pas­ 
tures in August, even though sev­ 
eral inches of rain fell in July and 
early August. It also explains why 
the corn crop was so good w i t h 
such limited rainfall during August. 
Contour cultivation and crop ro­ 
tations with one or more years of 
legume-grass sod help r e d u c e 
waste of summer rain in runoff 
w; ter. 
These practices 
provide 
more soil water for crop use. 
After conserving a1 the grow* 
inr;-season rainfall, 
there 
are 
still times when additional water 
in the top two feet of soil would 
noticeably increase crop yields. 
Irrigation of corn plots 
at ‘.he 
Coshocton station in 1953 incens­ 
ed yields 40 bushels per acre. 
The 1953 drought also was not­ 
able for failure of wells and .springs 
to meet farm needs. That failure 
can be traced to the summer of 
1952. 
Six to IO inches of water is usual­ 
ly added to the ground water res­ 
ervoir from December to May each 
year. In the 1952-53 period only one 
to six inches were added. Precipi­ 
tation was below normal from Au­ 
gust 1952 to May 1953. In addition, 
rainfall was about five inches be­ 
low normal for the 1953 May-Sep- 
tcmber crop season in Ohio. 
Farm water supplies in 1954 
will depend mostly on rainfall re­ 
ceived by May I. 
Ordinarily 
nearly all ground water recharge 
for a season is completed by that 
date. With soil as dry as it was 
February I, even double normal 
rainfall from February through 
April may not be enough to pre­ 
vent well, spring and s t r e a m 
failures this year. 
Outlook for crop water supply is 
a little brighter than for wells, 
springs and streams. N o r m a l 
spring rainfall will soak the top 
four feet of soil to its water-holding 
capacity. After that, either rainfall 
or irrigation will have to keep the 
upper few feet of the soil supplied 
with water to produce maximum 
crop yields. 
lf the soil moisture supply is still 
quite low by late March or early 
April, farmers can save moisture 
by plowing early. Early plowing re­ 
duces the amount of water the sod 
uses before it is plowed under, thus 
saving moisture for crop growth 
later. 
In any event, plans should be 
made now to conserve as much of 
the spring and summer rainfall as 
possible. Farming to reduce soil 
and water erosion should be a vital 
part of every farm operation. 
•

• 
“A million more in ’54” is the 
slogan for the 1954 tree planting 
program, Forest Dean, extension 
forester reported. Ohioans plant­ 
ed 26 million trees in 1953. 
Trees should be planted before 
May J for best results, the spe­ 
cialist said. 
Limited numbers of trees for 
reforestation' are still available 
from state nurseries. They in­ 
clude black maple, sugar maple, 
sweet gum, chestnut oak, tulip 
tree, blark walnut, catalpa, white 
pine and red pine. 
Order 
blanks are 
available 
from county extension offices, 
farm foresters and the Ohio Divi­ 
sion of Forestry, Columbus, Ohio. 


Wooster unit is to evaluate new 
varieties of wheat from experiment 
station breeding programs. Evalua­ 
tions are based on milling and bak­ 
ing qualities of the wheat. 
Dr. B. B. Davies, USD A coor­ 
dinator in charge of the four re­ 
gional laboratories spoke briefly 
at the meeting. He said the prob­ 
lem of maintaining wheat qual­ 
ity in this area is more difficult 
because of the variety of uses for 
soft winter wheat. 
“We w ant to help the farmer get 
the best return for his crop invest­ 
ment,” Dr. Bavles said, “ and at 
the same time help the milling and 
baking companies get what t h e y 
want.” 
Speaking for the Experiment Sta­ 
tion administrative staff was Dr. 
R. E. Yoder who cited the high de­ 
gree of cooperation between t h e 
federal staff and the Ohio research 
program. 
Dr. C. A. Lamb, associate chair­ 
man of the Station's agronomy de­ 
partment, outlined the history of 
quality control on wheat in Ohio 
and stated some of the problems 
now facing agriculture and the bak­ 
ing industry. One of these is t h e 
rising protein content of wheat 
caused by increased use of ferti­ 
lizer and legumes. Farmers natur­ 
ally like to harvest higher yields, 
Lamb said, but some types of flour 
products need a lower protein ma­ 
terial. 
* 
• 
* 
In a talk delivered at the recent 
Farm and Home Week meeting at 
Columbus. E. L. Dnkan, chairman 
of the Ohio State University poul­ 
try department, pointed out the 
poultry-raising business has b e e n 
moving in the direction of special­ 
ization for the past quarter c e n ­ 
tury. 
His address on “ Trends in the 
Poultry Business”, was condensed 
as follows: 
Poultry raisers have for 25 years 
been marching in the direction of 
specialization. The first area of spe­ 
cialization that has developed is 
that of broiler production. In t h e 
United States today, about one bil­ 
lion broilers are produced annually 
on specialized broiler farms. 
We are producing between 8 and 
IC million broilers in Ohio, but we 
are eating about five times t h a t 
many. 
The second field of specialization 
was that of turkey production. The 
farm turkey flock is a thing of the 
past. It has not, in fact, existed to 
any extent for 50 years. 
Turkey farming is a highly 
specialized enterprise. We p r o ­ 
duce less than 2 million turkeys 
in Ohio. Our capacity for turkey 
consumption is four or five times 
as great. 
A third change taking place grad­ 
ually is the commercial production 
of market eggs. The farm flock of 
IOO to 200 hens still dominates the 
picture in Ohio. But there are few­ 
er of them than there were IO 
years ago and there 
are many 
farms today with 5,000 to 10.000 lay­ 
ing hens in the state. The next 25 
years will see this area of special­ 
ization carried to a climax. 
Other areas of specialization are 
the 
hatchery 
business 
and 
the 
breeding 
business. 
We probably 
don’t need more than 25 to 50 poul­ 
try breeders in the state of Ohio. 
Twenty years ago we probably had 
1,000 hatcheries in Ohio — today 
there are no more than 500. 
The little hatchery is going out 
of business and the big hatchery 
is getting bigger. 
The field of poultry marketing 
and processing has become highly 
; specialized. P o u l t r y processing 
plants have supplanted the back- 
I yard and alley dressing plant. Mar­ 
ket eggs are handled in large num­ 
bers in government grading s t a ­ 
tions. 
All these changes are a part of 
progress to feed an increased pop- 
j ulation and to give the consumer 
a better product at a c h e a p e r 
price.

SATISFACTORY 
F A R M 
j LEASE, by IL R. Moore, agricul­ 
tural economist at Ohio State Uni* 
i varsity: 
A satisfactory lease will accom­ 
plish two things, First, it will pro­ 
vide for a system of farming that 
; will be profitable and maintain 
! productivity of the farm. Second, 
both the tenant and the owner will 
; feel that they are getting a 
fair 
share of the returns and have rea­ 


sonable security for their invest­ 
ment. 
A lease is fair when both par­ 
ties share iii the returns to the 
same extent they share in the ex­ 
penses. If the tenant and land­ 
owner each furnish half the ex­ 
penses including labor, l a n d , 
buildings and equipment, each 
. should receive half the returns. 
Here are 5 items to check wheth­ 
er expenses and returns are shared 
on a fair basis: I. complete inven­ 
tory of all property used; 2. inter­ 
est rate that will measure the an­ 
nual worth of the property to the 
farm business; 3. annual deprecia­ 
tion on property; 4. annual wages 
for all unpaid labor furnished by 
tenant or landowner; 5. all cash ex­ 
penses. 
Oral leases leave too much to 
memory and rely on custom too 
much to be a definite guide f o r 
managing the farm. About 3-5 of 
Ohio farm leases are oral, however 
An oral lease may work all right 
between the contracting parties, 
but if one of them shoul die the 
lease arrangements may not be ac­ 
cepted by the heirs. That leaves 
the survivor unprotected. 
A lease should include the fol­ 
lowing points: p a r t i e s to the 
lease, description of the property 
leased, length of lease and pro- 
visions for renewal, what the 
landlord will furnish and the cash 
expenses he will bear, what the 
tenant will furnish and his items 
of cash expense. 
Property furnished jointly a n d 
expenses shared jointly, privileges 
tenant will have in the form of 
house, garden and farm products 
| for home use, system of farming 
to be followed, care of property, 
plan for making improvements and 
compensation for damages, 
Right of entry on the property 
by the landlord during the term of 
the lease, plan for division of prop­ 
erty at the end of the lease, plan 
for arbitration of differences, lim­ 
itations on subleasing, and clarifi­ 
cation as to whether the agreement 
is or is not a partnership agree­ 
ment. 
Standard lease forms are avail­ 
able from county extension agents. 
They include: cash lease, 50-50 live­ 
stock share, 50-50 crop share, and 
1-3 - 2-3 share lease. A standard 
lease form should be changed to 
fit the individual farm and people 
involved. It does call attention to 
the main points to consider in a 
lease.

HOUSTON UPG-Oilmen see a new 
land rush in the making. 
Spirited bidding for oil leases is 
predicted when the federal govern­ 
ment opens its share of the sub­ 
merged lands off the shores of 
Louisiana and Texas, possibly this 
month. 
And 
Atty. 
Gen. 
Edmund 
G. 
Brown of California hails the re­ 
cent refusal by the Supreme Court 
to consider a challenge to the off­ 
shore oil act as helping clear the 
u'ay for granting of state leases 
for wells directly into submerged 
oil resources he estimates as worth 
billions of dollars. 
Some 
strange new 
equipment 
may be used when the oilmen go 
seeking oil along the continental 
shelf in the Gulf of Mexico. 
One outfit now being built is said 
to be as big as a small ocean 
liner. It expects to drive piles into 
the floor of the gulf, then jack 
itself up above the waves, and 
later when ifs time to move on, 
its planners say it should be able 
to pull up stakes and start over 
again at another likely spot. 
Costs will run high, both for drill­ 
ing and for leases. 
Once Texas cleared title to tide­ 
lands for IO miles out—the federal 
government holds title beyond that 
—it got 35 million dollars out of 
lease sales. 
The highest price paid for a 
lease, (they cover 5,000 acres on 
the bottom of the gulf) was three 
million dollars. 
Louisiana leases haven’t gone on 
the market yet. It’s still feuding. 
The federal government says Lou­ 
isiana’s historic limit is t h r e e 
miles. The s t a t e claims three 
leagues (about IO miles) as in the 
case of Texas. 
Many oilmen say the oil pros­ 


pects seem better off the Louisiana 
than the Texas shore. And bidding 
may run even higher when the 
leases are put up. Drilling on old 
leases (predating the court and 
congressional squabbles) already 
extends 
as far as 25 
miles off 
shore. 
Oilmen say the cost of locating 
a producing well offshore averages 
three times that of getting one on- I 
shore. 
Then why do they want these 
tideland leases so badly? 
“ It’s getting hard to find rich 
new oil fields on shore.” says K. H. 
Shaffer, California Oil Co. 
vice 
president with offices in New Or­ 
leans. “ The tidelands are the one 
big place around where we’re fair­ 
ly sure there’s oil.” 
Oilmen here agree the chances 
of striking it rich seem better along 
the continental shelf than at most 
spots on land just now.
